I've started into the Cascade kit. I completed section 1 OK. Section 2, 
the BFO, has some manual anomolies. First, R59 does not appear in the 
errata parts list. It is on the original and schematic as 10K. The errata 
list shows quantity 6 10K resistors but lists only 5. My kit only came with 


5. (Same for the 4.7Kohm resistors - the quantity shown is 8 but there are 
only 7 resistors listed and the kit has 7.) 


What do I do? I have spare resistors in my parts box but I don't want to 
solder in a resistor if it's supposed to be a jumper or whatever. Also, Y1, 
the BFO xtal, has an extra lead soldered to the can. Looks like it should 
go to the nearby hole connected to ground but the manual does not mention it 
and there is no indication of this on the schematic.

I don't have one of these (yet), but I had one in my hand today at a RS store. 
I wanted to take a look at the schematic to see if it used a DSP chip set 
that was even capable of being re-programmed. 


As those of you that have one already know, and as I found out today, there 
is no schematic sold with the unit. After some phoning and faxing by the 
store, I did get a copy of the parts list - but still no schematic. 


Of the IC's on the parts list, I could identify all but the "KIA7039P PCM 
CODEC" and the "TCR1007 D16041FN UP." I assume the "UP" on the RS parts list 
means "microprocessor." There is a TCM129C16N PCM CODEC also listed, but 
that is a part TI, and perhaps others, make. So I have a data sheet on it. 


But those other two are a mystery. Analog Devices makes (or made) a 1008 and 
1009, and TRW makes (or made) a 1009, but I can't find anything on any 1007. 
Anyone out there with some info on these two chips used in the RS DSP unit? 


BTW, I don't have any tie-in to RS and am not a "software guru," but I do 
write a little code from time to time and I work with some other guys that 
do it all the time...

Homebrewers and milliwatters always need step attenuators, and here's 
your chance to get your first one...or add one to your collection if 
you're like me--I'm like Imelda Marcos and her shoes when it comes to 
step attenuators! 


I have some brand new 50 ohm rotary step attenuators for sale, which 
I removed from the manufacturers shrink wrap myself. Warning: these 
use SMA connectors, which can be a drawback for some people. These 
are Telonic/Berkeley model 8122S-130, 0 to 10 dB in 1 dB steps; it's 
a currently available model in their catalog. (These are date coded 
1992.) The rating is 0 to 2 GHz, though the HP3753C network analyzer 
at work said that the one I tested to 3 GHz was perfectly usable to 
that frequency. In fact, that one actually looked a little better at 
3 GHz than at 2 GHz! 


Power rating, surprisingly, is 3 watts. Size is pretty small, 
though--diameter is 1.3", and the length (including the knob) is 
3.05" (that includes the screw heads sticking out the rear end). If 
you mount one on a panel, it will stick out 2.27" behind the panel. 


Price is $30 (US dollars) plus shipping; insured priority mail should 
cost under $4. Remember, these use SMA connectors; before I ship 
one, you will have to provide me with an acknowledgment that you know 
they use SMAs :-) No refunds will be given because you don't have 
anything to connect to them! Connectors or adapters are your 
responsibility. 


If you wish, I will also provide you with calibration info for 
insertion loss (0 dB position) as well as actual attenuation for each 
position, at 4 different frequencies over the specified range; unless 
otherwise requested, I'll check them at 30 MHz, 500 MHz, 1 GHz and 2 
GHz. (The network analyzer has 4 markers.) 


BTW, I do not run a business of any sort; I just happened to stumble 
across these at a local, well hidden surplus business that isn't open 
to the general public, and bought all they had--I'm a sucker for 
attenuators, especially nice, shiny ones like these! I'll probably 
keep two for myself, and seven others are already spoken for, leaving 
these 5 up for grabs. (And yes, my wife had a fit when she heard the 


size of the check I wrote!)

I have 
seen it when there is an approaching storm but here it is more likely when 
it's dry(10%RH), the wind is blowing and it's dusty. The sky otherwise is 
clear. I can pull off some good size sparks in the tuner. The best way is 
to leave the antenna's grounded when not in use. 

At work we handle, from time to time, pyrotechnics. We continously 
monitor the static field. Our shut down is at 3000 volts per meter 
intensity. So just think what your verticle potential might have been!
